Sk.^ttlk, July 13,— What ie declnred 
to be the most important and gigantic 
oil discovery anywhere on the face of the 
globe baa been made in Alaska,, tbe 
country so fabulously ricb in .gold and 
other precious metale. Last November 
two proBpectors, one named Eddy, while 
scouring extreme Northern Alaska and 
very near the Arctic circle, came acrosB 
a lake several miles wide in places, and 
five or six miles in length, and of almost 
impenetrable depth, of what seemed to 
be crude coal oil or petroleum. From a 
hasty examination it appeared to them 
that tbe lake was fed f^om an innumer- 
able number of oil aprings in tbe aands 
and monntainouB banks formini; it. 
Further discovery also revealed great 
veins and ledges of coal. 

The two jirospectors took ample sam- 
ples both of the oil and coal depoaits. 
They came to Seattle, and among others 
reported the result of their diacoveriee 
to Charles F. Muuday, Mr. Munday had 
tests made of the petroleum, which was 
pronounced productive of first gr.idecoal 
oil. He was informed in short that the 
great oil fields of Pennsylvaniti, Ohio 
and Indiana yielded no better. Jlr, 
Munday organized a companv and gent 
a party, including three o'r four oil and 
coal experts from the East, to examine 
the discovery. These men returned to 
Seattle on the last Alaska steamer, the 
,TopGk.a^ .Their, report, jn brief,. iB_that 
this lake conatitutes tlie greatest body of 
oil ever discovered. They prononnce it 
almost pure oil and eay tbat it is fed by 
an innumerable number of springs, ap- 
parently as lasting as the ages. 

The coal depoBlta surrounding the 
lakes, according to these authorities, are 
inexhaustible. The coal is of a good 
grade and o( a very Bhallow depth. The 
experts and agents took up 8,800 acres of 
land, including the coal oil lake. The 
lake is within two milea of tbe ocean. 



PLAIN SPEAKING THIS. 

Sir Louis Bavies Gives the United States 
Government q Piece of His Mind. 

London-, July 13.— Sir Louis Paviea, 
the Canadian JUinister of iMarine, who 
waa summoned to London in connection 
with the Behriug Sea leeal controversy 
and Belgian and German trade treaties, 
paid to a correspondent of the Associated 
Press to-day : 

" Siu(!e my arrival I have conferred 
with John W. Foster, United States 
special commissioner on the sealing 
question, and with the British Colonial 
Office. The latest phase in the matter 
is u proposal emanating from the United 
States government, that the American, 
Canadian and British seal commiSBion- 
ers should meet this autumui return to 
the sealing grounds, and in conjunction 
with oQciala specially representing the 
governments concerned, consider the 
situation in the light of the latest facta 
collected by the specialists. 

"This plan was submitted by Mr. 
Foster only a few days ago. Nothing 
can be done this seaaon, and Great 
Britain has decided that tliere is insuf- 
ficient data to justify any chanye. The 
fact ia, the Americana have never loyally 
accepted the Paris award, and never ac- 
cepted the fact that the sealing herd, as 
a herd, ia no more theira than ours. It 
seemg that their government ia now 
more or less controlled by the idea of 
getting the Paris award altered. 

" From t.*je evidence which I have ex- 
amined, I am strongly of the opinion 
that if the intereata of the aealera them- 
selves are to be regarded, they cannot 
stand a further loss of righta."

TO INTIMIDATE JAPAN. 

Report That U. S. Warships Afe to Be 

Hastened to Honolulu. 

Chicago, July 13. — A special from 
Washington to the Times-Herald aays: 
The administration has taken steps to 
keep its grip on Iliiwaii. Any aggres- 
sive interference on the part of Japan 
will recult in tbe landing of marines and 
the hoisting of the American flag, with 
or without the ratification of the pend- 
ing annexation treaty. TheadininiBtra> 
tion, realizing that aonoe crisis might 
arise while the treaty still hangs fire in 
the Senate, has taken steps to be pre- 
jiared for any emergency- 
Rear Admiral Beardalee will have, 
when the next ateauicr arrives in Hono- 
lulu, instructions giving him power to 
act at the first sign of uggreeaion on the 
part of Japan or trouljle of any kind 
with which tlie local authorities are not 
able to cope. The Admiral will be given 
sufficient force to carry out tne pro- 
gramme thatevents may force upon him. 
It is definitely settled that the battleship 
Oregon, now en route to San Francisco 
from Seattle, will be dispatched to 
Hawaii as soon as she can be prepared 
for the voyage. This will give Admiral 
Beardalee three vesaels, tbe Oregon, the 
Philadelphia and the Marion. Japan 
liaa but one vessel in the harbor at Hono- 
lulu, the cruiser Naniwa. She has 
another cruiser at San Francisco await- 
ing orilera which may take her to the 
Hawaiian islands. 

LoNDox, July 13. — Tbe Globe, com- 
menting upon the Japanese attitude 
towards Hawaii, says; '"The Japanese 
know i)rccifiely the strength of the 
,\uierican navy, and are perfectly aware 
of tlieir own superiority. It does not re- 
quire the knowledge of exjjerta to foresee 
iliat in an ocean conllict the United 
States would make a poor showing. It 
is morally certain that Japanese ships 
would ravage the Pacific coast if ttie 
United States once became involved in 
hoatilitiea with Japan. In that event 
Spain would have an opportunity of 
which ahe would hardly fail to take ad- 
vantage. 



EUROPE HAS SPOKEN. 

The Sublime Porte Informed that Obstruc- 
tion of Peace ArrnnBements Mubt 
Cease Forthwitli. 

CoxsTANTiNoi'u:, July 12. — Following 
is the text of the collective note of the 
powers : 

The great powers have adopted the 
project of Strategical rectification as it 
has been worked out by the military 
attaches and communicated to the sub- 
lime porte. In consecjuence, they have 
agreed to assure the Ottoman govern- 
ment that they have arrived at a Qrm 
determination to put an end to obstruc- 
tion, the only ell'ect of which is the 
prevention of the conclusion of peace 
eminently in the interests of Europe.

Laurier in London for a Route in. 

Los-DOK, July 13.— A large deputation, 
headed by former Agent-General Beeton 
of British Columbia, waited to-day on 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier and urged upon him 
the expediency of opening up a route to 
the Yukon district. Sir Wilfrid said that 
the government waa alive to the import- 
ance of assisting in every way tbe min- 
ing interests in British Columbia, and 
promised to try and secure an appropri- 
ation for exploration purposes.

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Dr. Milne Tells His Story About 
the Railway Fight at 
Ottawa. 



His Action Was, He Says, In the 
Hest Interests of the 
Province. 



Dr. (i. 1j. ililue, who has justreturned 
from the Kuat, was hist evening given an 

> opportunity of explaining througb the 
CoiiONiBT his position in regard to the 
fight before the railwaj' committee at Ot- 
tawa between the Vancouver, Victoria 
& EaBtern and the Columbia i*c Western. 

> As as to whether he did or did not think 
when he lelt for Ottawa that the Dom- 
inion government wonld that seasion 
give assiatauce to a road to the Coaet, 
Dr. Milne said : 

" I went to Ottawa behaving we might 
eet assiatanco from the Dominion to 
build the road from the Columbia river 
to Penticton if wo were properly repre- 
sented before the railway committee; 
but the members of the cabinet had not 
decided then what they would do, ao far 
as I knew, though there were rumors 
that lleinzo was to obtain assistance. 
Then of coureo, with both the railway 
bills running parallel, one could not be 
considered without tho other. Hereon the 
one hand was the Vancouver, Victoria i?c 
Eastern and on the other was lleinze's 
road which would have paralleled onr 
road for 175 miles. Tho fact was that 
after showing the committee the rela- 
tive position of the two propositions anc" 
the cost of constructing the portion be 
tween Penticton and Hope it was easily 
seen that the Dominion grant should 
have been given to our project 
and that we had the greatest 
claim on the government. If while 
we had lost, the aaaiatance had been 
given to the Columbia & 'NVeatern to 
build to Penticton that •would have nul- 
lified any chance of having a line 
through to the Pacific Coast con- 
structed. The Doiniuion, it was well 
understood, would only subsidize a road 
in any event as far as Hope_, and it could 
not be persuaded to parallel the CP.R. 
beyond that, Therefore, if the 
Heinze people had got the sub- 
sidy for the 175 miles from 
Robson to Penticton (the section 
of country that would be remuaerative 
in freight rates) and left us only the 120 
miles between Hope and Penticton, 
through a rough country, where itwouUl 
cost three times as much to build a road 
as through tiie section between Kobson 
and Penticton, it would, as I aaid be- 
fore, simply nullify the prospects of 
having a road to the Coast. The 
provincial legialature in granting 
the bonus for 330 miles from 
the Coast to Three Forks had 
done very handsomely, but taking away 
the portion between Robaon and the Col- 
umbia river it would have reciuired more 
than an ordinary grant to have enabled 
us to build tho remainder of tho road. 
The members of thecommittee saw it in 
that light too." 

Asked if ho had signed an agreement 
with the Heinze people and then declin- 
ed to carry it out, as the reports from 
Ottawa had stated. Dr. Milne explained : 

It was not a regular agreement, but 
only a rough sketch of one. I signed it 
and so did Mr, McLean, but I did not 
consider it binding enough on the Co- 
lumbia & Western, and at the time I 
signed I said I would have to show it to 
my lawyer, Mr. J. A. Gemmill. I did 
show it to Mr. Gemmill and he thought 
as I did, that it was not sutliciently 
binding to force the tvolumbia West- 
ern to build to the Coast; consequently 
they were immeiliately notified uf Mr. 
Gemmill's decision." 

Dr. Milne, when asked if he liad a cojiy 
of the agreement, replied in tho nega- 
tive. " There was never a copy made of 
it," he said. "It was only a trough 
sketch. The Heinze people were to re- 
ceive a 40 per cent, interest in 
the company and our company 
were to retain the controlling interest. 
For this 46 per cent, interest the Heinze 
people were to pay $56,000, which repre- 
sented their proportion of the money we 
had already expended in connection 
with the Burrard Inlet & Fraaer Val- 
ley and Victoria & Eastern railway 
for surveys, and so on. The draft agree- 
ment was, however, as I said, not bind- 
ing enough on the Columbia Western 
to force them to build the road to the 
Coast. The main point with ine 
was, would they carry out the 
road to the Oonst? There would 
have lieen no attomjjt at amalira- 
mation but it was sugi;eated in the com- 
mittee when the Coliiiabia it Western 
could not get their bill through tho com- 
mittee. The offer came from the Colum- 
bia it Western but I never had faith that 
they would carry out the project. 

Dr. Milne's mail was Drought in at 
this jancture, and with it a letter from 
Mr. Gemmill, which he opened and read 
several extracts as follows: "Since 
seeing you in Toronto a couple of day 
ago I have glanced at Vancouver ai d 
Victoria iiowspaporB, and ha\e 
seen exception has been taken 
to your not carrying out the proposal 
to aiualganiatothiacornpany (V.V. lO.) 
with the Cohinibia i*c Weslorn railway, 
tho prevailing opinion being that yini 
thereby prevented the construction this 
year of the latter line. It is of cuurse 
didiciiltfor any one situated 2,500 miles 
from Ottawa to judge of all the fads 
which may have "to be taken into consid- 
eration wnen dealing witli a question of 
this character, and 1 feel sure that when 
the circumstances are properly under- 
stood those who now condemn j our line 
of action will be the first to admit that 
you served your company well and pre 
served it from entanglement with any 
other company." 

The letter further stated: "L con- 
sidered it imprudent for you and Mc- 
liOan to enter into an agreement from 
which your friends could not at that 
time derive any advuntngu whatever." 

Dr. Milne, after ho had read this, re- 
marked : 

"I think all this noise about charter 
selling and indignation meetings was 
got up for a purpose, thinking that the 
Heinze company would receive some 
sympathy from the general public. The 
facts are that ao far as I am concerned 
all that was done was straight- 
. ..iorxard- and, in the best interests 
' of British Columbia nnd particularly of 
the Coast; as I believe that without 
united action tho Const Hue will hot be 
carried out for floaie time. . ' i 



STiiucK IT men. 

Samples From Alberni of the RIcliest Free 
MillinK Ore Yet Found There. 

Ten pounds of as rich looking free iiiill- 
ing ore as ever came from Alberni was 
brought down by yesterday's E. it N. 
train. It was found on the Chicago, one 
of the Consolidated Albernigroup, which 
adjoins the Alberni on the south. The 
foreman of the. Alberni in prospectingon 
tho claim struck this vein, which at the 
surface shows the rich quartz a foot 
wide, the samples he sent down being 
from the surface. Tho specimens fairly 
glisten with gold, quite visible to the 
naked eye, and in good-sized splotches. 
The same vein runs through the Alberni 
and was first struck there, at about three 
hundred feet up the hill from where the 
latest find was made, a parallel 
\-Bin to that tho shaft was sunk upon. 
On the Alberni and Chicago this vein 
can bo traced for GOO feet, and Mr. Moir 
has had the ledge stripped in places, 
each place showing it to bo well defined 
and as rich in one point as another. 
Mr. Moir is very much pleased with tho 
find, as he naturally might be when one 
sees the sparkle of the gold in the rock. 
There are seven men at work on the 
Alberni now, drifting north on the tun- 
nel along the ledge. Tho present find, 
however, on the upper ledge is richer 
than anything that haa hitherto been 
struck on the Alberni. 



SANDOX, SLOGAN'S CENTHE. 

A Typical Mining Town, Where the Bike is 

a Rare Exotic. 

Under the above lieadlinea a corres- 
pondent of the Seattle Post-Intelligencer 
thusdescribesone of the most bustling of 
tho Kooteuay mining towns: 

" 8andon undoubtedly ranks as the 
show place of the Jvootenays, and in its 
own picturesqueness and that of its sur- 
roundings there is no place in the world 
to compare with it. It is not, as are 
some of the famous resorts of Switzer- 
land, perched on a mountain side, but it 
is in a narrow galch some 3,000 feet or 
so above sea level, with mountains 
steep and sheer surrounding it that run 
up something like two to four thousand 
feet more, with tho snow still capping 
them. The sun bobs up above one 
mountain occasionally, says ' peep, oh,' 
and drops behind another mountain. 

" For a townsite Sandon is simply 
ridiculous. The only tlioroughfare, Keco 
avenue, is a trifle wider than tho late 
.Sour Dough alley of Kossland, but is al 
most as irregular and has the disadvant- 
age of a very heavy grade, so that the 
narrow sidewalks on either side of this 
one-wagon-width avenue are a succession 
of steps and hen-ladders. And tho 
buildings, the stores and saloons, push 
their fronts importunately forward or 
retire modestly a few feet just at tho 
sweet will of the builder. 

" It is probably the more recent build- 
ings that are grasping for the last inch of 
frontage, for there are no more lots to be 
sold in tills quaint little town which ha^ 
never had a boom. 

" Sandon is the only place, too, of all 
the towns in the Kootenays that 
have sprung up on the discovery 
of mineral wealth, that is at all 
typical of mining camj) life. The 
aiuewalks are crowded with miners; 
along the narrow streets is a continuous 
procession of pack mules with a muleteer 
on a fiery broncho to madly gallop about 
and shout at them in the blasphemous 
language supposed to be necessary to 
mule driving, and interspersed with 
them are " those girls (' with the beauti- 
ful peroxidized tresses, mounted on 
hlooded horses that gallop wildly, or 
prance and cavort in an anxiety to do 
so, while the fair riders ogle the yellow 
legged mining experts. 

"One of tho latter, by the way, ar 
rived here on I'riday from Toronto and 
brought his bicycle with him. He didn't 
ride it down Ueco avenue, but seemed to 
be proud of the attention he and his ma 
chine attracted. He asked the way to 
the Payne mines, and if it was a good 
road. Yes, it was a very good road, ho 
was told. .Vt the bottom of Reco avenue 
he coulil see his road, its straight lines 
zigzagging up the mountain at angles of 
atout forty degrees, for a distance of six 
or seven miles. He took bis bicycle back 
to the hotel, where an acquaintance sug- 
gested that he should go to Kamloops, 
for there the expert can visit every mine 
in the camp in a light buggy and never 
have to pull up his horee because of the 
grades, for there are none. 

" Viaitoru to Handoii should not mias 
an opportunity to take a ride over the 
Noble Five aerial road. It haa 
all the elements of a ballonn 
voyage free from the dilliculty 
and danger of alighting that al- 
ways attaches to ballooning. It may, 
in short, be classed as a voyaiie in a cap- 
tive balloon. Slung in a basket suspend- 
ed on a single wire, with another wire 
that does the towing, the full buckets 
coming down puli you and the empty 
buckets up to tho clouds 6,100 feel above. 
You pass over several gulches, one of 
which is a thousand feet below, and aver 
this your Inuikct spins along a P.pan of 
'.100 foot without a Hiii^'Ie support to the 
wire <:arryii}g it. If yon have nerves, 
you will at this point croucii at the 
bottom of tho bucket and close your 
eyes, and not enjoy the suenerv a little 
bit.

Mr. Justice Drake Gives Jndginent , for 
. Defebdantftbut 'Dismisses the 
ii-:. Cottnter Claimi' 

In the action of Vine v. Richards, Mr. 
.Tustice Drake yesterday gave judument 
for the defendant with coats, and dis- 
miEsing tho counter claim also with 
costs. The full text of the indgment is 
as follows ; 

The plaintills and the defendants, F. 
G. Richards, together with four other 
persons, purchased .Suction BO, Motcho- 
sin, at a government sale of lands, ap- 
parently with tho object that their 
might be valuable minora) on tho land. 
Tliere is a dispute as to whether Vine 
first approached Richards, or Richards 
Vine on the subject; who is right I can- 
rot.say, and it is not of importance. At 
all events the property was purchased 
in 1883 in the name of W, E. Clarke, 
who subsequently convbyed to the 
others their undivided 1-7 interest. At 
the time of purchase there_ was a shaft 
sunk by some prospectors in the hopes 
of discovering copper, and this shaft was 
supposed to bo on the section bought. 
After the purchase, namely in 1881, the 
co-owners expended nearly .'fTOO on this 
shaft, and this money was imid in July 
or August of that year. This work was 
done on tho suiipoaitiou that the shaft 
was on the jmrchafled land. In .Tuiio or 
July, 1881, F. G. Richards went to visit 
tho property and saw tiie elialt, but he 
says that ho saw no section lines or sur- 
vey posts. None of the parties seemed 
to have had the lines run in order to as- 
certain on the ground the boundaries of 
section 50. Section • 49, adjoining 
this land, was laid out as an 
Indian reserve, with the excep- 
tion of a small fraction on Beecher 
bay, which was possibly over-looked 
when the government sale of lands took 
place; at all events it was not put up 
for sale, and it certainly would bo a 
very didicult matter for anyone to dis- 
cover whether or not this fraction of an 
acre and a half had been included in the 
Indian reserve unless the whole of the 
maps nnd plans were carefully examin- 
ed. Mr. Richards, in his position as 
draughtsman in the lands and works 
otlice, had special and particular means 
of information, and he discovered that 
this fraction was unsold, he therefor 
made application to purchase it in July, 
1884, and obtained a crown grant there- 
for. He saya his reaaon for buying it 
was, that it had a good water frontage. 
The probability is that be bougiit it in 
view of the chance of there being a dis- 
covery of mineral made in the siiaft 
where he and the other owners were ex- 
pending money. If such was the case 
this piece of land might become of value 
as being an extension of the vein or lode 
if any. There is no evidence to show 
that at the time Richards made this 
purchase he knew that tho shaft was on 
section IS). Certainly there was no duty 
which he owed to his co-partners which 
would prevent him from acquiring land 
adjoining the property ; they were joint- 
ly working on the chance of a mine be- 
ing discovered by their joint exertions. 

But, on the other hand, if Mr. Rich- 
ards knew that tho ground on which his 
co-partners had expended money was 
his property, and he carefully concealed 
this fact from them, ho would not bo al- 
lowed to set up his title as against them 
without compensation for the money 
thus lost. It was intimated in Neeaon 
V. Clarkson, I Hare 'J7, that a per- 
son e.xpending money by mis- 
take on the property of another 
haa no equity aguiiist the owner who 
was ignorant of and did not encourage 
him in his expenditure ; yet if the true 
owner sought to enforce his title in court 
ho would only be entitled to its assis- 
tance according to the rule of doini; 
equity. In the case of Thornton v. 
Kansden, 1 L. R. II. of L., certain cases 
were laid down, Ist, if a stranger begins 
to build on land supposing it to be his 
own, and the real owner iperceives this 
mistake, abstains from setting him right 
and leaves him to perserve in bis error 
a court of equity will not allow the real 
owner* afterwards to assert his title to 
the land. Tho second proposition is if a 
stranger build on land knowing it to be 
the property of another, equity will not 
pruvent the real owner from claiming 
the lands with the benefit of the ex- 
expenditure. And in Willriiott v. 
Barber, 1.5 G. D. ,!)(), the elements neces- 
sary to constitute a fraud in the posses- 
sion of the legal right are thus defined. 
The plaintiir must have mailo a mistake 
as to his legal rights and have expended 
money on the faith of his mistaken be- 
lief. The defendant, the possessor of 
the legal right, must know of tho mis- 
taken belief of the plaintiff of his right, 
and have encouraged expenditure of 
money either directly or by abstaining 
from asserting hie legal rights. 

Here the persons who have expended 
money in mistake are seeking the assist- 
ance of the court to decree that this frac- 
tion of land was purcliased in fraud of 
their rights by Kicliards, with a know- 
ledge that m BO doing he was obtaining 
a mining sbalt, Th(! cx idenco does not 
satisfy nie tluitMr. Kic-liards knew tliat 
the niiniiig shaft was on section lit; bo 
swears that bis first knowledge of it was 
obtained in .lamiary ol this year when 
1m1. Vine obtained a survey of the linos, 
seven years after ho had parted with the 
fee to his wife and thirteen years after 
the purchase. It is perfectly clear that 
none of the other parties knew of the 
mistake before that date, and the mere 
suspicion which it is apparent the plain- 
tifTe entertained as to Mr. Richnrds' bona 
fides in tho matter is not sufliciont to 
establish their right to the interference 
of a Court of iMjuity, There has been 
no expenditure since Kicharda bought. 
No ])ian was adduced in evidence to 
show where this shaft was .sunk; it is 
stated to bo on the beach. If it is below 
high water mark, it would not jiass un- 
der tho ordinary terms ot a Crown grant, 
and it inay bo that tho defendaiitH bad 
not and never had any title to tho abaft, 
and if so, no decree of this court could 
give them possession of that which be- 
longs to the Crown by virtue of this pre- 
rogative. 

Under these circumstances there must 
bo judgment for the defendants, with 
costs of action. The counter claim will 
be dismissed with costs. There having 
been no evidence in supporting tho al- 
leged trespass, the filing of a lis pendens 
and non-prosecution of the suit with 
diligence are not of thoniselvea any 
ground of damages.

Himself Also. 



(Special to the Colonist.) 

VANCOUVER. 

VANCOtlVEB, July 13.— A leading can- 
>iior and an excellent authority on can- 
ning in Britiali Columbia, informed the 
Colonist correspondent to-day that 
there is a combine in England, composed 
>o£ the bin^eat buyers, who control tlio 
market, to bear prices of British Col- 
umbia salmon, wuicii accounts for tlie 
low price at present, and also that only 
seven cents per fish is now offered to 
ifiBhermen. ' 

Mr. Ooatello, a canner, aays that there 
da no excitement whatever on the Fraser. 
The fishermen are all at work. Their 
meeting was a mild affair wid attended 
by only comparatively few flshernaen. 
.There is no combination among the fish- 
•ermen. 

An iiKiucBt touching thedeath of Kitty 
Askew WHS opened before Coroner Mc- 
•Guit:an at 3 o'clock this afternoon. After 
viewinj^ the body of the girl, evidence 
was taken. On examination of the body 
it was found tliat the bullet had entered 
her body just under the left breast. It 
had not emerged. A. Gibson, the first 
witness called, said he wag coming up 
Eichard street, beside the Bank of Bri- 
tish Columbia.when he heard three shots 
and saw a woman running down in a 
semicircle. The woman shouted and al- 
most fell into hia arms. She lived for a 
few seconds, gasped twice and died. He 
lit a match and saw that she was Kitty 
Askew. He found the man who fired 
the shots lying dead at the corner of 
Pender and Richard streets, Charles 
Smith testified aa follows 5 I saw Immel 
shoot Kitty Askew. I waa about seventy- 
live feet away. Last nipht about a (juar- 
ter to nine I was at the Clarence hotel. I 
walked oul and saw a man and a 
woman. They appeared to have hoi 
words. They were close to eacli other. 
I heard tlio words, " You agreed to come 
and meet me and went somewhere else." 
The youug man spoke the words. She 
turned away aa if she objected to lus 
words. I listened i(n a few minutes. 
He placed his hand on hia hip and ho 
said, " Do you mean to say that you did 
not do it?" and ahe replied, "I told 
you I did not do it." He then drew a 
revolver and shot tier twice. When lie 
B iw her drop be shot himself. When he 
shot himself his cap waa on and it was 
set on fire. I could not say how he ehot 
himself. The two shots were quick. 
He only fired at her twice, and not as 
she ran across the street. A lady 
on the street said: "Oh, my 
God!" Ho saw the man fall, being 
within 12 feet of him. He never got up 
again. There waa no life in his body 
after a minute. He knew Immel for 
four years and recoijnized him. After 
further evidence the jury returned a 
verdict that the deceased met her death 
through a bullet wound from a revolver 
in the hands of W. J. Immel. 

Miaa Askew waa a waitress at the 
Boulder reatniurant and stepdaughter of 
H. Oundron, of Port Haney. Immel 
was a blacksmith, 28 years old, of an ex- 
•tremely jealona disposition, and his 
sweetheart did not always conaider this 
fact in taunting him, as she sometimes 
is said to have done. Itis supposed that 
hia jealouey was aroused to the insanity 
pitch, and aa Immel always carried a 
revolver, the deadly weapon was ready 
to tempt him to ita uae. 

Tiie 12th of July passed off very quiet- 
ly here. Several atores were closed in 
honor of the day, but in the main busi- 
ness went on as usual. A large number 
of citizens attended the Nanaimo cele- 
bration. 

At the recent ordination held on the 
11th June last in Christ Church Cathe- 
dral, Hamilton, Mr. J. H. MacGill, of 
Trinity College, Toronto, and formerly of 
Vancouver, was made a deacon. After 
attaining his degree in arts, Mr. MacGill 
•easie in the spring of 1890 to Vancouver, 
wbere he spent some months. Thence 
he went to Vancouver Island and 
afterwards to Kamloops, wbere he 
entered the law oflSce of F. J. Fulton. 
Returning to Vancouver he was with 
Mr. John Campbell until called, in Kov- 
ember, 1891!. Mr. MacGill waa also well 
known as a member of the News-Adver- 
tizer Htair, which he left to enter the di- 
vinity class of hia college. Ho is now in 
charge of the mission at Amaranth, near 
•Orangeville, Ont. 

A big deal in mining properties, in 
which Vancouver men were the eellers, 
has jual taken place. The Spokane and 
Standard groups on I'almer mountain in 
Okanagan country, owned by Messrs. J. 
B. Mcl^uren and A. K. Palmer, of tliia 
city, have been sold to Mr. Daniel W. 
Henley, a well known Spokane lawyer, 
who now owns 17 claims in that district. 
The price has not been made public, but 
the consolidated properties are aaid to be 
worth from .•f200,000 to $300,000.

On Tuesday morning, July C, a good 
repreaentation from the varioua Baptist 
churches of the province met at Pirat 
Baptiat church Vancouver, upon the in- 
vitation of the B.C. Baptist Extension 
Society, for the purpose of organizing a 
convention tor the regulation and con- 
duct of the work of the denomination. 
Tale action waa deemed necessary from 
the fact that the New York Home 
Missionary Board, which haa hitherto 
had charge of the niiasionary worfc in 
this province, had been obliged, becauae 
of financial stringency, to anticipate the 
withdrawn! in the near future of aid to 
British Columbia. Hitluirto tlie Bap- 
tist churches of Britisli Columbia have 
associated with tlie churches of Western 
Washington in conventibn; but under 
the change it waa deemed that an inde- 
pendent organization lor the province 
waa ueceeaary. 

The morning session was taken up by 
a meeting of tlie ijritish Columbia Bap- 
tist Extension society. Kev. T. Mulli- 
gan led the opening services of prayer 
and praise. 

Kev. R. W. Trotter, financial agent of 
the society, then presented his report, in 
which he allowed the aaaets to be over 
^0,000. The treasurer, W. Marohant, 
gave an account of receipts and expen- 
iliturea, the cash balance on hand being 
if 1103. OS. 

The afternoon eession opened with a 
prayer and praise service led by Rev. 
W. A. GuntL-r. P<^v. V. 11. McKwen 
then preached an elo>|uent and appro- 
priate sermon from the text: " i^ift up 
your eyea and behold the liolds, for they 
are svhite already to the harvest." 

The sermon over, the busint^ss before 
the meeting was taken up. Rev. P. H. 
McEwen being elected moderator, and 
Rev. W. T. Stackhouae, secretary, and 
George Walsh, assiatant aecretary. 

After enrolment of delegates a very 
cordial address of welcome was present- 
ed by Rev. W.T. Staekhouse and replied 
to in a neat and appropriate manner by 
Rev. R. W. TrottcrJ 

A resolution wna presented by J. L. 
Beckwith to the effect that an earnest 
appeal be made to the New York boanl, 
asking them to continue their present 
relations with British Columbia.

TEE mPEElAL MOVEMENT. 

Those pereona, who have expected the 
Jesuit oi the gatliering of the Colonial 
3>/eniiera in Lomlon to be the iormuhi- 
tion of a 8cheiiie oE Imperial Federation, 
"Will probably be disappointed. It is too 
KX»i to expect this. The people are 
aimost ready for it, we might eay are 
*juite ready, but the agreement is only 
on the principle involved, Aa to how 
j^ractical ellect shall be given to this 
t>rinciple, there ia yet not so much a 
tlifference of opinion, as a general feel 
3og of iiDcerta.iiity. That a way will be 
lonnd by wLieh the Empire vlll Iw con- 
solidated in a legislative and diplomatic 
»Mj8e there need be little doubt, but we 
-■uinal be content to wait for it, 

Tbe truth is that while the desire for 
rloaer union is very strong, the need of 
3t has hardly been felt. Probably the 
3>referent!al clause in the new Canadian 
tariff has come nearer demonstrating 
Biich a need than anything eke. 
TrVhile each self-governing Colony 
Tras making its tarifl' laws 
^tbout regard to any other part of the 
£aapire, and the home government, in 
isegotiating its treaties, disregarded 
wholly the possible trade lelationa ol 
the different parts of the Empire, there 
was no occiBion for any one to think of 
•Irawing a distinction between inter-im 
yerial and foreign commerce. Tlie merit 
uf ths preferential clause is that it forced 
\hi% matter to tbe front, and being at the 
Jxont it mnst remain there until it has 
t*en disposed of in some way. Until 
ihia is done, tliere is not much use in 
Jalfcing about a closer union. The Brit 
hh people are easeutially traders. 
jjoleon's epithet, " a nation of shopkeep' 
MB," waa not much of a mianomer. It 
is true that he learned at Trafalgar and 
Waleiloo that tbe sons of the shopkeep- 
ita were tbe beat fighting men in the 
^rld. It is true that the annals of the 
laat hundred years are full of deeds of 
1-plcadid daring done by the liritiali peo 
5>l8. It is true that in the vorld of me 
liianical invention, in scientific irvesti 
gallon, in literature and the line arts, 
ihe Biitiah people hold aa high a place 
any. Nevertbeless, when all has been 
said, it must be conceded that tbe com 
nnercial geniiia of the race ia the means 
'jrl>ereby it has impressed itself moat 
7ij>on mankind and has prompted the es 
. lablishmcnt of tbe world-encircling Em- 
jare, 

When, not many years ago, there waa 
daagerof the disBolutioa of the tie bO' 
iween tbe Mother Country and some of 
liCT principal colonies, and Tennyson 
in3.de his vigurouB protest on behalf of 
Cauutda, saying: 

And that true North, 
Wbereof Ave lately licard a strain to> shame 
va, 

Sskgral is too costly. Friends, your love 

is but a burden, 
Xoosc youraelvea and go, 

4he belief that the colonies were of no 
'Eanrmercial advantage to Great Britain 
■was Uie cause of it. So, too, commercial 
i-imaiderationa will draw the Empire 
nniBdpsely together. 

TOem action of the Canadian gorern- 
KHSnAIiaB not caused the new departure 
any more than the igniting of a match 
3b ^1)B cause of the destruction of prop 
«iS;y by a conflagration. Things have 
Irtien tending in this direction for 
aome time. Foreign countries have 
lieen displaying more or less jealousy 
antd hostility towards Great Britain 
and the colonies have been steadily 
igrmving in importance. The British 
shopkeeper has been longins for new 
■W3i3d8 to conquer, and has discovered 
t1>pm Tvithin the borders of his own do- 
juinions. A closer uniou seems now in- 
j-riuV/le, Hitherto there has been no 
ivA lie between the outlying parts of the 



-British dorninionP; except one founded 
on sentiment alone. A new bond of 
union, that of community of businesa in- 
terests, is assured, but there remains 
something to be done before it ia real- 
ized. Certain treaties stand in the way, 
not simply of the Canadian otFer, for that 
of itself is not of great importance, but 
ol the regulating ol the internal com- 
merce of the Empire. It is the first step 
that costs. Tbe taking of the step in this 
case will require a little courage and 
determination ; but after that all will be 
easy ; for the magnitude of British trade 
and British financial interests ig auch 
that the world will speedily adjust itself 
to any condition which the Empire shall 
decide to establish. 



WILL THEY FIQHTt , 

Ln. interesting international drama 
may begin at any time on the Pacific 
ocean. Hawaii will be the scene of the 
tirat act; the second will probably be 
on the coast of the United States, and' 
the third and last in Japan. The actors 
will be the two great nations named 
above. Hawaii will be a mere lay 
figure. At present the relations between 
the United States and Japan are strained 
very nearly to the breaking point, 
although on the surface all ia apparently 
tran(iuil. There is danger in this seem- 
ing tranquility, for both nations are 
proud, headstrong jtnd not accustomed 
to dealing with intricate international 
problems. Matters are coming to a 
head so rapidly that public opinion in 
the United States will not be able to 
crystallize itself in time to prevent the 
country being committed to an irre- 
trievable step. 

The circumstances of tbe case are as 
follows: Japan has a treaty with Ha- 
waii under which Japanese have a right 
to land on the islands under certain con- 
ditions. As a result many Japanese, 
some 40,000 of them, have gone to 
the Hawaiian group, and they now form 
a very important element of the com- 
munity. They have been becoming too 
numerous from the standpoint of tbe 
governing party, the danger being 
that they might after a short time as- 
sert their right to control the country. 
Hence an attempt liaa been made to re- 
strict the immigration of Japanese by 
excluding the passengers on one vessel. 
It ia claimed by the Hawaiian govern- 
ment that tbeexciuded immigrants were 
being landed in violation of the treaty, 
and by the Japanese that they 
were being excluded in violation of 
the treaty. As near as we have 
been able to gather from our Hawaiian 
exchanges, the Japanese have rather the 
beat of the case, some of them going so 
far as to say that the only question in- 
volved ia one of pecuniary compensa- 
tion. In addition to the original claims, 
two others have been filed by Japan, 
one relating to the number of Japanese 
laborers that may be allowed to land un- 
der any circumatancea. Hitherto the 
rule has been that twice as many Chi- 
nese aa Japanese would be allowed to 
enter the islands. Japan demands that 
there shall be no-restriction as to num- 
bers, but that Japanese shall be allowed 
to come as freely as the natives of any 
other country. Tlie Japanese Minister 
at Honolulu significantly aays that these 
queations may aa well be settled 
now aa at any time. The other 
claim filed arises out of the 
wine duties. The Hawaiian Gazette 
saye that these claims greatly compli- 
cate tbe situation. Meanwhile, the an- 
nexation treaty has been laid before 
Congress, and Japan has protested in 
very strong terms. Following this 
protest comes tbe statement that the 
United States is preparing to seize the 
islands on the first intimation of an 
overt act on the part of Japan to compel 
a recognition of its claims. 

Thus the case stands, and the ques- 
tion of the hour is: Will they fight ? It 
is not by any means iinpoasible that 
they may. If they do, the probability 
is that at the outset Japan might have 
some advantage. Her fleet in the Faci 
fie could make things very interesting 
for the American fleet, and tlie Pacific 
coast of the United States ia an inviting 
field for invasion. In the end, Japan 
would be smashed so that she would not 
recognize heraelf. The fight would be a 
very lively one while It l^stejl; but, 
plucky as the Japanese are, they could 
not hope to stand against tbe tremen 
doua power of the United States, when 
once that country waa fully aroused 
Those who see in history only a sort of 
continued story rnay thiuk that tlio 
time has come for the English-speaking 
race to cross the Facifiain its conquer 
ing march, and that war between the 
United States and Japan is inevitable. 

TiiK Oregonian says that most Cana^ 
dians in conversation express their 
preference for United States methods 
and institutions, and that Canadian in- 
dependence is no longer n (luestion, the 
only doubt being as to when and how it 
will be broughtabout. "We are unable to 
see any reason why the Oregonian should 
print auch rubbiah. If it had said that 
every citizen of the United States, once 
he understood them, expressed a prefer- 
ence fer Canadian methods anddnstitu 
tions, it would have been much nearer 
tbe m ark . As for independence, Canada 
ia already to all intents and purposes in- 
dependent. A section of the American 
press peraista in believing that Canada 
pays tribute to the Mother Country, and 
that tlio laws for the Dominion are made 
in London by the Queeii.;,,This is not 
surprising, for sucbt noaBenae is actually 



taught in some of the schools of the 
United States. So far as the methods 
anti-institutions of; the United States go, 
w-e have' not heard ' any demand in 
Canada for a Senate elected by cor- 
ruption and given to prostituting ita ex- 
alted functions for stocking jobbing pur- 
poses, nor for a judiciary notoriously 
under the influence of great corporations, 
nor for a currency that can only be kept 
at par by constantly borrowing gold, nor 
for a social system which is prolific in 
strikes and mob violence, nor for slip- 
shod and grossly extravagant municipal 
administration, nor for a blatant jingo- 
ish which meddles in the aflairs of every 
country in tbe world. The people of the 
United States on the whole are all right ; 
but the governing class is as a rule notori- 
oiisly unfitted" for its responsibilities, 
and grossly abuses them. The Eureka, 
Cal., Standard, states the case better 
when apeaking of Canada it says " the 
thought of annexation is the furthest 
from their minds." 



1v the Dorninion government can 
bring the alien lalror law into force so as 
to secure to Canadian workmen the firat 
privilege of employment upon the 
Crow's Neat Paaa railway, they will do a 
popular thing, and they will do still 
better if they can ellect some arrange- 
ment whereby a majority of those who 
secure employment in this way shall re- 
main settlers in the country to be opened 
up. One of the weak points of our rail- 
way subaidica ia that they have not been 
handled in a manner to promote coloni- 
zation, and we think they could be. 

Audit the only cams hdli now extant 
between Great Britain and the United 
States seem to be that William "Waldorf 
Astor was not invited to Windsor and 
Mrs. Bradley Martin did not get a bid to 
tbe Ducheas of Devonsliiro's fancy ball. 
Several eoul-stirring editorials have been 
written on the subject ; but we are free 
to confess that the snubboes, and not 
the snubbers, get the severest overhaul- 
ing. Yet the Senate has not spoken, 
and until Morgan of Alabama has been 
heard from we cannot tell what may not 
happen.

TEGUBLE ON THE WIRE. 

Some of the Exigencies With Which Tele 
grams Must Contend. 

Telegraph lines have a trick of going 
down, and then the man with a message 
to send is of the opinion that, if there ia 
a mismanaged telegraph line in the 
world, it is the particular one that he 
wants to use, and he makes sarcastic re- 
marks of sending his next message by 
slow freight or by a clothes line. Pro bii- 
bly the line out of Victoria gets about as 
mpch abuse as any in the wide world, 
for there ia a good deal of telegraphing 
from here and only, one way to get it to 
the mainland. Continental lines can 
work around breaks, and some funny 
expedients are on record. Thus, to get 
from Tacoma to Seattle, a message once 
had to be sent to San Francisco, thence 
to Montreal, thence to Vancouver, and 
thence down to Seattle. This is not 
quite so roundabout as the course a mes- 
sage bad to take to get across the Penob- 
scot river, in the State of Maine, from a 
suburb of Bangor to the city itself. The 
message was sent through Maine, New 
Brunswick and Nova Scotia to Sydney, 
Cape Breton, thence to Ireland, 
thence to England, thence to France, 
thence back by cable to Cape Cod, 
thence to Portland, Me., and thence to 
Bangor. The man who has bandied 
news telegrams on a morning paper can 
tell many stories about wires going 
down. He is the worst of all kickers 
when the thing happens; but he kicks 
on principle, and not because he sup- 
poses the companies do not try to keep 
the lines up. ilia cardinal rule ia: If 
the report does not come just right, 
kick. 

But lines will go down, and last night 
when a Coi.o.Nisr representative waa in- 
quiring what was the matter with the 
wires he received very aubstantial proof 
that other people asked the same ques- 
tion. The night operator produced a 
bundle of office meaaages, and said they 
were reports received of the condition of 
the wirea in ditl'erent parts of the world 
the night before. Most people do not 
know that the companies all over the 
world report to all leading offices the 
conditions of their lines. Here are three 
reports taken off the top of the file, all 
received on the same day : 

This waa from New York : 

" Accept niess-iRes for .Japan subject 
about 18 liours' delay. Lines working, but 
that nmoii behind. " ICastorn O.K. Cable 
between Hong Ivouk is restored; business 
is moving regidarly iU)out six hours be- 
lind." 

These came from London : 

'■ Berne notifies communication between 
Shaiigliui and Hoiig Kong restored." 

" Home uotilies Siberian lines inturriipt- 
d between Tscliita and Xertschinak." 

On the file there were reports from 
almost everywhere from Greenland's 
Icy Mountains to India's Coral Strand. 
Oh, yes; it's mighty annoying to have 
the wires go down when you want to use 
them. It is perilous to a news editor's 
soul to have the. report break down in 
the middle, and the citizen who takes 
up his paper in the morning and finds 
no dispatches from Johannesberg, Tim- 
bactoo or Terra del Fuego is doubtless 
quite. right in growling and asserting 
that they manage things better some- 
where else. But alas, and alack, and 
well-a-day! the wires go down the 
world over, and all that one can do is to 
look at the ailent tickers and try to 
guess how soon they will speak.

With all the dust and rattle and com- 
motion with which contractors have a 
fashion of surrouuding themselves while 
destroying old historic landmarks' in o> - 
der to make rpom for more' pretentious 
modern business premises, the rambling 
frame structure on Broad street that has 
been used during recent years as Bow- 
man's livery atable, ia now being torn 
down to make way for the new Coi.o.vist 
office. In a few days the weather-worn 
timbers will have been carted away and 
the work of excavating for foundations 
will conimeuce. So will another pioneer 
business house disappear. 

J.'or tiiB uusiKiiLiy cuinbinatiou of 
rickety boards waa not always a livery 
atable, aud although the day of ita use- 
fulnesa haa pasaed with many other 
memories of tlie early daya, it has been 
a famous structure in mure ways than 
one, and there ia even now a story 
woven about it and recalled by tlie fact 
of its demolition that ia worth the tell- 
ing, 

Away back in the very first days of 
Victoria's existence as more than an In- 
dian village the premises of Pierce c'c 
Seymour were well known— not as an 
unsightly and untenable livery stable, 
but as the first two-story building 
erected in Victoria, and the headquar- 
ters of the largest furniture and furnish- 
ias trade in tlie North Pacific. That 
was as long ago as 1858, and some two or 
three years later the firm waa dissolved, 
and the business passed into the sole 
poBsesaion of the original juniorpartner, 
Mr. Seymour. 
The gentleman in (piestion was a 
character " even in those days of 
strongly outlined peraonalitics and not a 
few eccentricities. He was a batchelor 
and lived alone in a little cramped, none 
t03 cleanly room, little bigger than a 
cupboard, in the second story of his 
business premises, He transacted as 
large a business as anyone in the West, 
obtaining fancy prices even for the gold- 
fever daya, and dealing generally on a 
strictly cash basis. He had no relations 
that anyone ever heard of, aud cultivated 
very few acquaintances. One day he 
waa missed from hia busineaa haunts, 
and a search being made was fount! dead 
in bed in hia cramped and unsanitary 
little box of a room. 

Then the public administrator, Mr. J. 
C. Prevoat, was called in, and took pos- 
session of the estate, Mr. E. J. Thain 
(now of the Attorney-General'a depart- 
ment) beius by iiim j)laced in charge of 
the immense stock. It filled tlio big 
building to the roof, and overflowed in 
numerous annexes. Although some of 
the atock had literally fallen to pieces of 
dry rot, it was evidently disposed of at 
good prices by Captain Clarke, and the 
money went into the public purse, no 
relative ever appearing to claim any 
portion of the estate.; 

But this ia not where the aurpriae 
arose. lOveryone liad known " old man 
Seymour " as a very wealthy man and a 
miser. Yet when ho hiul left the all'airs 
of this worlil behind him, only a couple 
of hnudred dollars was found by the 
diligent searcliers for his wealth. There 
waa nothiug iu his books or papers to 
indicate wliere lie had diejioeed of his 
handsome profits, which could not but 
have made him a fortune several times 
over, and the old timers finally came to 
the conclusion that be had buried his 
gold— as a miser is generally expected to 
— and never bad the opportunity to dis- 
close his secret place of hidden wealth 
before passing to the shaclowland where 
gold cannot be taken. 

And now that the site of hia old his- 
toric place of business is about to be 
dug over by tbe laborers, in preparation 
for the upraising of the new home of the 
Colonist, such of the pioneers who are 
atill alive to recall tbe eccentricities of 
" old man Seymour" are wondering if 
after these many years hi 3 atore of for- 
gotten treasure will be brought suddenly 
to light. 

And if so, will it too, have to pass 
through the liandsof the public admin- 
istrator — or will the lucky prospectors 
have the right to forthwith a|)propriftte 
it as "mineral iu place," or bo " in on 
it " with the state, according to the 
latest definitions of mining law, In any 
event if it is found it is in the nicest 
form for mineral to be discovered in, not 
only free milling, but milled and mint- 
ed, ready to be devoted to such purposes 
as the finders may elect and ilecide.

lUbuke to IlMiiformcd Newcomers 
WlioHavc Abused a Good Friend 
of tlie Miners. 



Kindly Actions Cited in Illustra- 
tiou— TLouy:lits Susrgested by 
Colonial Expansion. 



To Tin: Kditoi!; — In reading the Pro- 
vinco this morning I was flurprised to 
read certain wonls inconnectiou ■willian 
article taken from the Naiiaimo Kuview 
about Mr. Dunsuiuir'a treatment of proe- 
pectora and mioera. Tlie worda I refer 
to are : " Dunsmuir's magnificent gen- 
6roBity. My father clmstised you with 
wbipa, but I will chastise you with 
scorpions." I will s.iy that the editorof 
the Review seeuia to know' nothing of 
the kindness oi the late Kobt. Duns- 
muir, and the editor of the Province 
should know better than to allow his 
naper to be used to reflect on such a 
man. I am a miner and have worked 
for the Dunamuira for a long time, and 
I thiok in the last thirty-three years 
I have worked for more companies 
than any other miaer on this Island at 
the preaent, and therefore I speak from 
what I have seen and beard and known 
personally. I can aay without hesita- 
tion that I never worked for any em- 
ployer that treated the rniners better or 
was better liked by them— and especially 
the old miners— than the father of the 
present Mr. Daiiaitiuir. No man can say 
but that he was always willing to help 
any miners that cauie to work for him, 
and aonght his help to fetch their fami- 
lies from distant countries to this Island 
to make homes for themeelvea and help 
develop it. I know oi a number of fami' 
lies that ftre here to-day through Mr 
Dunamuir's generosity. I will just at 
the present mention two families at 
Wellington, and I wish to aay that this 
waa not at the time of any atrike or 
trouble of anv kind. 

A poor, bub hard working miner, came 
to Welliauton from Wales. He had left 
a wife and large family there and he was 
very anxious to have them with him, so 
he went to Mr. Kobert Dunamuir and 
told his circumstances to him, and how 
did he get eliastiaed? Mr. Diinsmuir 
aaked him how manv of the children 
were able to work, and being told that, 
naked liow much money the miner re- 
quired. When lie was told about five 
hundred doilHrs lie !;ave the man a 
check for six hundred dollars, without 
any security except the miner's word. 
That is how Mr. Dunsmuir used the 
whip. 

Another case was that of a ininer who 
camoto Wellington from Eastern Cana- 
da, and desiring three hundred dol- 
lars to aend for his family he 
waa told to aee Mj-. Dunamuir. 
"When the man had explained hia circum- 
Btancea he waa given a check for the 
three hundred and told that he could 
pay it back as beat he could. This man 
has worked there ever aince. I could 
tell of a good many more . inatances of 
kindness. 

I like to speak of a man as I find him 
and not to allow strangers to reflect upon 
the acts of one of the beet men to the 
miners thii Island has had, and one who 
did more to develop the Island than any 
ulber man. There are no companies or 
men owning a piece of land who will not 
try to get all they can for it. If I were 
to compare the late Mr. Dunsmuir'a 
treatment oi hia minera with that 
uf other companiea on the Coast 
whose coal goes to .the same market, 
the editors of the Review and the Pro- 
vince would be surprised when they 
learned how much better the miners are 
treated here than t bey are in Waahing- 
lon or California. 

It does HOC follow thf^t because the 
voters of this Island gave the land to the 
E. & N. Railway Company to have that 
road Ijiiilt, the Dansmuirs should be 
blamed for not givini: up the land again 
after the road is built. "My father 
chastised you with whips," these 
strangers write and repeat; but I just 
want to show how the late Mr. Duns- 
muir treated the widows and children of 
miners who lost their lives in his mines. 
They were always allowed the privilege 
of their houaes rent tree and plenty of 
Kood coal, and all free of charge so 
long as they remained widows. But 
that cannot he said of all companiea, 
I think it can not even on this Island. 
Then, it IS a well known fact that the 
houeea that belonged to the late Mr. 
Dunsmuir, and rented to the miners.

The 
declaration gave us Canada from tbu 
jiatriolic desire there evinced, to be true, 
to the old flag. It gave ug ,\u9tralia 
from the necessity of Great Britain 
having to look out for a new Held for tier 
convicts, as America nntnrally would no 
longer consent to receive them. Thus 
the lots of America, wliicli at that tiniti 
wiia spoken of as the brightest jewel of 
the liritish crown, was abundantly coin- 
i)ensated for by tho addition of these 
two important dependencies. One can 
but regard witli admiration oven at 
this distant period the bold action of our 
country for disposal of her convicts by 
establishing a penal settlement at the 
Antipodea in a country 16,000 miles 
away, and that it took at that time nine 
months to reach, but notwltbstandiiig 
these ditliculties the conviota were sent 
out and the penal settlement formed. 
After forty years duration it came to an 
end, transportation to Australia was then 
discontinued, now i iiducemeiits were ttniH 
opened out for coluuixalion. Umigranta 
eagerly availed themselves o( the oppor- 
tunity; one can easily imagine tlieir 
astonialiment after a voyage of some DO 
daya, with no sight day after day hut 
tho sky above and the water below, to 
discover on landing i\ beautifully laid 
town with all the comforts and luxuries 
of advanced civilization ; presently gold 
was discovered, that event gave tre- 
mendous impetus to Aastralia's ad- 
vancement — her population immediately 
increased four fold, the old convict ele- 
ment imperceptibly disappeared with 
such increased additions, Enilroads 
opened up communication with the vast 
interior. A mint was established to coin 
the newly discovered gold into sove- 
reigns; new energies were awakened; 
new industries developed. The sunny 
slopes were planted with the vine; the 
busy plough was turning up the virgin 
soil. Australia, distant Australia, the 
former prison ground of Britain's offend- 
ing population, suddenly took her place 
amongst tho nations of ilio world, claim- 
ing that her land was worthy of being 
the home of the enterprising and honor- 
able of mankind. 

From that time Australia's course has 
been one of active progress; its coloniza- 
tion brought with it the poaaessioD of 
New Zealand, tho Fiji Islands and the 
I'rotectorate of New Guinea, with com- 
mercial extensiona to our ports of Vic 
toria and Vancouver full of intereatin;

stands 195 feet S. deg. E. from the 
front one. Also two niasta, each 20 feet 
high, surmounted by a drum and paint 
ed white erected on the south shore of 
the Narrows, the more easterly mast 
distant 1,500 feet S. 1 j.j deg. \V. from 
Brockton Point bell tower, the more 
weaterly maat diatant about 4^ cables 
S. 24 deg. from the east mast. These 
two masta on the aoatb shore siiow the 
eaat.and weat limits of Parthia shoal ; 
between them itia necessary to keep 
the leading marks on Brouton I'oint in 
line. 

A deep draught vessel leaving tho har- 
bor should bring the marks on Brocton 
Point astern and Prospect Bluff right 
ahe.id before getting the eastern south 
shore beacon abeam ; when the western 
south shore lieaton is abeam, the ahoal 
is cleared. The least depth, with the 
fairway marks in line ia ■') '.f fathoms.
